Things Worth Knowing. 


That fish may be sealed much easi-| 


er by first dippirg into boiling water 
about a minute. 

Salt fish are quickest and best fresh- 
ened by soaking in seur milk. 

That milk which has turned or 
changed may be sweetened or render- 
tit fur use again by stirring mm a little 
soda. 

That salt will curdle new milk; 
hence in preparing milk porridge, 
eravies, etc., the salt should not be 
added until the dish is prepared. 

That fresh meat beginning to sour, 
will sweeten if placed out of doors in 
the cool air over night. 

That clear boiling water will re- 
move tea stains and many fr uit stains, 
Pour the water through the stain and 
thus prevent it spreading over the fa- 
bric 

That ripe tomatoes will remove ink 
and other stains from white cloth ; al- 
so from the hands. 

That a tablespoonful of turpentine 
voiled with your white clothes will 
greatly aid t the white ‘ning process, 

That boiling starch is much i lin proev- 
ed by the addition of sperm, or salt, 
or both, or a little gum arabic dissol 7- 
ed. 

That beeswax and salt will make 
your rusty flat irons as clean and 
smooth as glass. Tie a lump of wax 
ina rag and keep it for the purpose. 
When the irons are hot, rub them 
first with the wax rag, then scour 
with a paper or cloth sprinkled with 
salt. 

That blue ointment and kerosene 
mixed in equal proportions, and ap- 
plied to bedsteads, is an unfailing bug 
remedy, and thata coat of white- 
wash is ditto for the walls of a log 
house. 

That kerosene will soften boots or 
shoes which have been hardened by 
, water, and will render them pliable 

as new. 

That kerosene will make your tin 
tea-kettle as bright asnew. Saturate 
a woolen rag and rub with it. It 
will also remove stains from and clean 
varnished furniture. 

That cold rain water and soap will 
remove machine grease from washa- 
ble fabrics. 


Reforming a sa Balky Horse. 


It was new to me, savs a Corespon- 
dent of the Live Stock Journal, and 
was very effective in the one case in 
which I saw it tried, hence [send you 
a description ofan apparatus designed 
to induce a balky horse to. retori his 
bad ways. A light but strong pole 
bas one end fastened to one end of a 
whiffletree—a_ steady horse 
worked onthe end. The other end 
of the pole extends to the head of the 
troub lesome horse, and is fastened fo 
a strap passing around the nose an / 
through the bit rings. If the | 1Orse 
does not start promptly and keep 
abreast with his mate he is pulled by 
the front and upper part of mot ith. 
Whenever be starts forward he is re 
lieved. Inthe ease m which I saw 
this tried, the horse hung back tor 
eome three hours the first day, per 
haps an hour the next, and graduly 
gave upattor a shorter trial, anti at 
terabout a month he showed no sign 
ot hisold habit. :

Packing Butter. 

Those who pack butter should lv 
careful to choose viclciges made ot 
sou na, aweet weod. The scalding 
and soaking t before use should be very 
thoroughly attende 25 to. The wood 
should be completely saturated with 
brsne ; eceenaas a thin layer of 
salt on the bottom, an: at a a cloth 
over it. Pack full, efully pres 
sing the butter in, be Pantene the pres 
sure in the center and extending 
outward at the sides, soas to expel 
all the air. Leave room at the top 
for a thin layer of salt. Cover with 
pure brine, put, on the cover of the 
tub, or put in the head of the firkin, 
as the case may be, and set the pack 
age away ina cool, dry, dark pla: e, 
free from all offensive odors. Exam 
ine at intervals, to see that the brine 
has not soaked away or evaporated, 
and be sure and keep the butter cov- 
ered with it. Butter properly made, 
and so kept, will remain sweet a long 
time.—American Dairyman.

Purifying Cistern Water. 

Itis frequently the case that cis- 
tern-water becomes offensive and 
quite unfit for use, which in its pure 
state is the sweetest and wholesomest 
of all water. To destroy this offen- 
siveness, lime has been recommended, 
a large lump or two; but this must 
barden the water. Charcoal is fre- 
quently used with good effect; but 
that which is most officient, as a cor- 
respondent in Rhode Island assures 
us, is to Ict the supplying spout run to 
the bottom of the cister. The fresh 
water, being heavier than the old, 
forces the latter to the surface, and 
is thus consumed before it bocomes 
offensive, and so onat each rain.—
